Rugged National

SANTA MARGARITA, Cal., Feb. 16— The 
Cal Poly Penguins M.C. presented their 
19th annual Hi Mountain Enduro in the 
rugged pastoral beauty of the Los Padres 
national forest. It had been raining 
steadily for two weeks, but on the day of 
the event the deity of motorcycling was 
kind and brought forth clear blue skies 
and a warm sun, 

The Cal Poly Penguins is a club of 
about thirty members, all students or 
recent graduates of California State 
Polytechnic College in San Luis Obispo, 

The 76.6 mile course, laid out in two 
separate loops, had been revised slight- 
ly. It was orginally an 85 mile run, but 
a few miles of obscure paved county road 
had to be deleted. This year, the Cali- 
fornia Highway Patrol resolutely pointed 
out that unlicensed, unequipped motor- 
cycles on any section of blacktop was a 
No-No, And to emphasize the need for 
strict law enforcement at this potentially 
unlawful event, a patrol unit was on hand 
at the starting area to check out a few 
bikes for proper papers and I.D, num- 
bers. 

At 9:01, riders began taking off, five at 
a time at one minute intervals. 

The 43.3-mile first loop began with a 
short section of sandy river-bed thatled 
riders to the base of a large hill, to be 
surmounted in a series of small, steep 
hillclimbs, At the ridge, the course con- 
tinued on into the green, rain-fresh back- 
woods with hundreds of twists and turns, 
The loamy ground had soaked up over 30 
inches of rain, resulting in the kind of 
good, damp traction that is a joy toride, 

Near the end of the first leg, riders 
came down a 3/4-mile smooth dirt road 
that could be taken at speed to try and 
make up lost time. Then a sharp corner 
that came to a wide arroyo, down the 
rough, choppy sand-and-gravel river- 
bed again for the last few hundred yards 
to the noon check back at the starting 
area, 

The morning’s ride was a compara- 
tively easy one, but it was long enough 
and difficult enough to thin down the 
original field of 375 starters toless than 
half that number. At the noon check riders 
took a 40 minute mandatory layover be- 
fore starting the second part. 

At 12:01, the hundred or soriders still 
in contention began the 33.6-mile second 
loop, It was more demanding than the 
first, full of rocky clumps, a myriad of 
stream crossings that drowned out more 
than one engine, and an extremely steep 
step-hill that turned into a time-con- 
suming bottleneck. Distressed riders 
cluttered things up with their stalled ve- 
hicles, hampering the flow of mountain- 
side traffic. 

There were also deep mudholes to trap 
the unwary. Some machines bogged down 
so badly it took three or four helpers to 
get them out, At 1:30, riders began check- 
ing in back at the final point. 
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The course was able to absorb 30 inches of 
rain and still remain comparatively mud-free. 
Cal Poly Penguins can be counted on to pro- 
vide the best in California scenery.

One rider who finished very close to 
his designated time was Steve Hurd, last 
year’s #1 heavyweight desert rider in 
District 37. A motorcycle dealer that 
believes in his product, Steve rode one 
of his new 90cc Kawasaki 5- speeds taken 
straight out of the crate. 

The only change made to an otherwise 
Stock machine was to install a larger 
rear sprocket, It ran as strong atthe end 
of the run, Steve claims, as it did at the 
beginning, where he entered the enduro 
with only fifteen miles on the odometer, 

The exceptional torque and tractabil- 
ity of the little mount helped Steve finish 
with a calculated loss of only sixteen 
points, This could be good enough to put 
him on top as overall winner. 

Hurd started out five minutes late, 
made up all but two minutes at the end, 

Also winding up with extremely low 
marks was Dave Ekins riding a 100cc 
Rapido, with frame and suspension modi- 
field according to his own requirements. 

When it was over, riders had nothing 
but praise for the Cal Poly club. Their 
annual event was well organized and had 
been laid out with thought and original- 
ity. The club is to be especially com- 
mended for keeping the course well 
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Good speedometer and accurate watch are 
enduroists tools. 
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marked, It was almost impossible to get 
lost, and dangerous areas were clearly 
indicated, 

The Penguins had made arrangements 
with the ham radio club at the college to 
have mobile radio facilities set up, keep- 
ing in constant touch with the half dozen 
field checkers via walky-talkies in case 
of emergencies, Officials were able to 
keep track of riders on a master check 
list this way, 
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The way to win, say experts, is figure your 


minutes-per-mile to arrive at checkpoints right 
on time.

ROUGH LUCK 


One Feb. 16 the Crestline MC staged 
their first official event, an Enduro near 
Rialto. The members wanted their first 
one to be a good one. 

Due to the terrain features of the area, 
the course had to be well marked There 
were very few trails that could be follow- 
ed and a large quantity of lime and 
ribbon was a must. 

The weekend before the event, the 
membership carefully limed the entire 
course in such a manner that not even the 
rankest novice could lose his way. Rib- 
bon was placed no less than a hundred 
feet apart for the entire twenty-three 
miles. During the following week allhell 
broke loose. The rains came, the lime 
was gone. A group of horse lovers from 
a nearby riding academy took it upon 
themselves to become the savious of 
their kind and the ribbon was stripped 
off, wadded up and discarded. Flash 
floods had reduced rough sections of 
the course to impossible. 

Groups of lesser determination would 
have cancelled the event when by the 
Saturday before the race the rain was 
still coming down, but this was inaugura- 
tion time, The Crestline club donned their 
rain suits and set out to re-mark the 
course. For fourteen hours it rained, 
and for twenty hours the club worked to 
restore some semblance of the original 
course, 

Sunday rewarded all with bright skies. 
The course was ready. Two hundred and 
twenty entries competed and the hard 
work paid off. The treasury, which was 
completely depleated, was once again fat 
by over five hundred dollars. After the 
trophy money was taken a nice profit 
would be shown. 

As the members rode off to clean up, 
they were obviously elated, it was all 
worth it. 

But their elation was short lived. 

Upon returning, it was learned that 
every last penny of the days receipts had 
been stolen from the sign-up trailer. 
Some sick-minded individual had put the 
grab on it all. All of the entry fees, plus 
over eight hundred dollars in cash checks 
that Dub Smith, the race chairman, had 
taken in at his cycle shop on Saturday. 
The whole Lall of wax. 

What now: No trophy money, no money 
for another event, Nothing. Is there 
satisfaction in the fact that the event 
itself was a success? Would you be 
satisfied? 

What can we, fellow enthusiasts, do? 
Should we take up a collection? Stage a 
benefit race? What? I have talked to a 
club member about it. I learned that they 
may have found the answer, The club has 
been trying to get a bike donated to be 
raffled off. If they can't work this out 
there are other possibilities, but nothing 
certain. 

I can think of only one sure answer. If 
ihe Crestline MC can somehow rake up 
the money to stage another event, let's 
get together and make itagreat success. 
They have the guts to try it again, Think 
about it.

The sound of motorcycles...wide open, 
full bore, straight pipes! It’s music! It’s 
power and speed and. freedom.,.to me, 
and maybe to you.

We complain, We have agenuineright 
to complain, One man’s freedom is an- 
other man’s prison, There is not enough 
space now for each to fill his needs, And 
there may yet be a whole lot less. 

The age of total individual liberty 
which occurs when there are not enough 
individuals in an area to bump into each 
other has long been over in this part of 
the U.S, and probably it’s over almost 
everywhere in the world. The motor- 
cycle contributed its little bit to the 
demise because transportation has a lot 
to do with the narrowing of gaps. 

This is the problem, the equitable 
sharing of available space. What is the 
answer? 

Part of the answer is in the growing 
number of motorcyclists. For a while 
this will add to the problem because 
there will be more of us to annoy others 
but at some point we willbe transformed 
from a minority to a majority (a major- 
ity in this country need not be a mathe- 
matical majority of 51%. It can be a 
minority with sufficient publicity, co- 
hesiveness and activity to have accept- 
ance, and we are getting there.) 

A more immediate part of the answer 
is that unpleasant word, compromise. If 
we can’t have it all and they can’t have 
it all we have to get together somewhere 
in between and co-exist. The industry is 
working on more acceptable noise levels 
in original equipment, Motorcycle groups 
are willing (sometimes TOO willing) to 
agree to restrictions, but the individual, 
each individual, must assess his own 
responsibility and make his own com- 
promises with the non- motorcycling pub- 
lic for the benefit of all of us. 

It isn’t an easy thing to do. Recently I 
watched an elderly man in a white 
Cadillac try to drop the tail-end rider of 
a club on the Palm Springs Indio road. 
The club was riding quite properly and 
making no provacation but perhaps the 
sight of them riding together into the 
wind was to much for the gentleman 
alone in his 4000 lb. armor. At any rate 
he nearly shoved my sportscar off the 
road to get behind them and hung a scant 
handspan behind the tail bike for several 
miles, Skillful riding prevented disaster 
but the car driver's evilintent was clear. 

Very few non-riders are that hostile, 
Many are on our side. Most just don't 
want to be bothered. And that is really 
our compromise...to make a reasonable 
effort to respect the needs of reasonable 
people.

Many prominent scram- 
blers in the area quickly retreated out of 
their leathers and joined the lookers, 
after their first walk around the course. 

The brave ones hung in there and in 
some cases proved that a rider is a 
rider; regardless of the terrain, Most of 
the real class was shown by the experi- 
enced group from south of the Ridge 
Route, but a few surprises developed. 

Lon Peterson would have gone home a 
double winner had it not been for Gary 
Conrad, Peterson, who was riding the 
potent Maico supplied by Custom En- 
gineering of nearby Bakersfield, took the 
lead in the first go- round and appeared 
to have it sewed up when someone cross- 
ed over into him, putting him down, 
Conrad was right there and motored by 
to take the win. 

In the second bash Peterson once again 
moved to the front, On the last lap he 
grabbed a footfull of neutral at the bot- 
tom of a steep drop and guess who 
**Zapped him?" 

Conrad had things a little easier in the 
final heat, Peterson repeated his previ- 
ous stunt early in the round and Conrad 
built up such a lead he cooled it in the 
late laps. 

District 35 desert ace (Number three) 
Bill Oliver nabbed the third spot, 

Peterson had things a little easier in 
the 250 senior rounds, but he damn sure 
didn't breeze it. Dennis Keefe and Steve 
Halladay kept him busy all the way. 
Keefe ended up second, just ahead of 
Holladay. 

Ray McCarty and Bill Woods grabbed 
off fourth and fifth, 

The 125 seniors were led by Sachs 
riders Mike Runyard and Lawrence Mu- 
lock, Ray Yinger pushed, pulled and 
plowed his Bultaco to a well deserved 
third ahead of desert rider Carmon 
Monder. 

Hodaka pilot and superscrambler Jeff 
Johnson was fifth, The old man T.D. 
McCullum, rounded out the top six, 

The Junior divisions naturally pro- 
vided the most entertainment. Several 
riders obviously must have been over- 
come with the heat of the competition as 
they often took short breaks in the creek 
(what some people won’t do for attention). 

Terry Davis took the measure of the 
open group in fine style. He led Mike 
Spier and Charles Gurnett when the 
points were tabulated, Cliff Gentry herd- 
ed his Triumph through the bog for fourth, 

The 250 Junior Division had to be the

The starts were something to behold. 
Thirty three riders trying tosqueeze into 
a mud hole fifteen feet wide can really 
blow your mind. The first lap of the early 
heat left scooters floundering like grun- 
ion at low tide, All over the bog. 

With forty five 125 Juniors signed it 
would have been pure folly to run them 
together; so it was decided that they 
would be split into two groups and the top 
eight would have a fourth heat for the 
final position, Darkness set in too soon 
though and it was left as two classes. 

The first group was dominated by the 
Sachs mounted Stacy Family, with an- 
other Sachs rider, Earl Allen, sand- 
wiched between them, Orvis Stacy was 
the eventual winner.

Mt First Carlsbad Grand Prix

CARLSBAD, Cal, Feb. 23 — With the 
largest amount of rainfall to hit Cali- 
fornia in the last six weeks in it's 
civilized history, the CMC decided to go 
ahead and throw their scheduled Grand 
Prix despite the adverse conditions, The 
outcome was a very successfulrace with 
riders and spectators getting more than 
their money's worth. 

Stu Peters and Kelvin Franks of the 
CMC, with the help of Carlsbad Raceway 
co-owner Larry Grismer set up one of 
the most demanding grand prix courses 
seen in quite awhile, Although the course 
had it's tricky spots with the mudandall, 
it provided some of the most enjoyable 
racing possible. 

The course consisted of short stretch- 
es of access roads, part of the now in- 
famous moto-cross course, a short 
stretch on the drag strip with a chicane, 
and a section of the road race track, 
The classes were 125 Jr. & Sr., 250 Jr. 
& Sr., and 500 Jr. & Sr. with each class 
going for 45 minutes straight. 

It was a sight to behold to watch the 
250s and open class bikes broadsliding 
the wet pavement at 60 to 70 mph with 
knobby tires (the kind of riding that 
makes the spectators put their hands 
over their faces in disbelief). 

Young Tom Rapp had managed to get 
hold of Marcel Wiertz's 125 Bultaco 
racer for the 125 Sr. class with the out- 
come being almost obvious, as he blew- 
off the likes of Penton mounted Lars 
Larson and Gary Bailey. 

It would only be fair to mention that 
Bailey was running a strong second to 
Rapp at the start but had problems twice 
in the plug department, Lars would gain 
ground on Rapp in the tight rough stuff, 
but when they hit any sort of straightthe 
125 Bul mounted Rapp would kick in the 
afterburner and streak off like a 250. 
Lars finally gave up chase on the fifth 
lap and was content to take second on the 
Penton 100, 

Gary Bailey and Penton had been mak- 
ing up time while the Larson-Rapp battle 
had raged and pulled in for a hard 
earned third. 

Sachs mounted T, Shumate pulled in 
for the 125 Jr. win just ahead of 12- 
year-old Penton fan Marty Tripes with 
a great second. 


Crash Start In 250 


The start of the 250 Jr, and Sr.class- 
es was a little hairy as two riders went 
down on the wet asphalt, No one was hurt 
throughout the day's activities except for 
a cut hand and many bruises. It looked 
as if there would be a good battle between 
the Greeves boys Gary Bailey and Jim 
Wilson in the 250, but Wilson developed 
problems and fell way back. 

Al Baker and trusty Yamaha were 
treating spectators and riders alike to 
big full-lock broadslides on the pave- 
ment through the pits with his hard rid- 
ing tactics paying off for a second place 
in the 250 Sr, class. 

Bob Kulek was also proving how to 
slide and snatched a great third for 


Husky. Gary Bailey sailed in first witha 
lead that was hard to believe, Husky 
rider M, Cram kept up the pace and 
managed to copp first 250 Jr, ahead of 
Bultaco pilot Jim O'Neal and fellow 
Husky ace D, Wiseman, 


With the running of both the 125’s and 
250’s the course was well worked in for 
the big scooters when it came time for 
them. Early leaders like Gary Bailey, 
Lars Larson, Jim Wilson, and Tom Rapp 
all succumbed to problems ranging from 
throttles sticking wide open to endosand 
broken chain, and even flying off into a 
two-foot deep water hole.

Peterson 
snatched first overall and first 500 Sr, 
with Pettigrew grabbing second overall 
and first 500 Jr. 

Canadian moto-cross enthusiast D. 
McClean brought his CZ in for second 
500 Sr. while Jim Fitzgerald, finishing 
just ahead of the Canadian, took third 
overall and second 500 Jr. aboard his 
hot 360 Montesa. 

Rog Flaming followed in for third 500

RED MOUNTAIN, Cal., Feb. 23 — J.N. 
Roberts, #7 on a Husky tuned by Tracy’s 
of Burbank, claims two 1969 desert wins 
in a row by taking this ninety-nine-mile 
Hare Scrambles. 

The sand was damp from the overnight 
rain and the sky was dark with rain 
clouds, The big bikes were prepared to 
go three loops on a thirty-three-mile 
course running clockwise through the 
mountains, and the 100cc’s would go 
twice around. The starting area was in 
open boondocks laced with bushes and a 
few rocks, but had plenty of trails lead- 
ing to the smoke bomb three miles out, 

After the smoke, the course ran for 
three miles through a rocky sandwash, 
turning right into a narrow mountain 
canyon where the trail went rhough a 
series of up-and-down cliffs about forty 
feet high, with a couple of wild downhills 
thrown in for some added excitement. A 
narrow hogback dropping off on each side 
widened into open boondocks and onto a 
fast trail where a large ramp had been 
put up at the railroad crossing to make 
a wild jump. 

A deep ditch then unloaded quite a few 
of the eager riders, and another open 
boondock trail brought us to a wide, 
rocky sandwash that kept you on your 
toes at top speed. This eventually cross- 
ed back over the railroad tracks, and a 
twisting fire road finished off the last 
five miles back to the pits, It was.defi- 
nitely a handling course, as opposed toa 
fast road-racing course.

CYCLE PROFILES

By 1971 the national motorcycle scene 
may welcome back one of its most color- 
ful personalities, and promising per- 
formers, That is the time when Joel, 
known as ‘‘Jody’’ Nicholas completes his 
career in the U.S, Navy.

Jody has been a cyclist since the age 
of 12 when he bought his first bike. By 
the tender age of 16 he was in racing 
competition, 

At the University of the South, Jody 
was an accomplished concert violinist, 
He was a concert master on the campus 
at the same time he was building up his 
position as a leading motorcycle racer, 
His major in college was German litera- 
ture, He said he took up the violin to 
please his parents, who have insisted on 
a music career for him, 

During the last year Jody has notbeen 
able to do much cycling, as a member of 
the North Island-based squadron, But he 
has raced in several local events and 
competed in one national race,

Saddleback Suffers Flood Damage 


ORANGE, Calif. — Mud, flood and high 
water, Saddleback Park has had them all 
during Southern California’s unreason- 
ably wet winter. Fortunately, most of the 
landscape has remained in its normal 
location, though an estimated $25,000 in 
damage has been done to Saddleback’s 
roads and trails. 

The January and February rain 
storms, which haye doubled the normal 
amount of rainfall over Southern Cali- 
fornia, caused the worst damage in the 
Park’s improved area, according to 
president Vic Wilson, The TT course 
was virtually obliterated, the trails 
through deep canyons washed away, and 
many of the back area roads either 
deeply rutted or simply washed out, 

Saddleback hosted its first 1969 com- 
petition event on Feb. 16 and the roads 
to and from the spectator areas were 
barely passable. Still, more than 1000 
turned out to watch, even though many of 
them had to be winched or towed in and 
out by Saddleback’s 4-wheel-drive ve- 
hicles and crews. 

“The storms have really slowed our 
operations,’’ Wilson commented, ‘‘but we 
expect to go full bore again as soonas it 
dries out a bit." Because of the rains, 
Saddleback was able to open for only one 
weekend in January. More than 100,000 
people visited the park last year, after 
its March 1 opening. 


‘We have ambitious plans for 1969,” 
Wilson added. A big schedule of competi- 
tion events — though we can still take a 


'few more — and we are making numerous 


improvements to the park facilities. Our 
admission price structure has been re- 
vised to provide lower fees for mini- 
bikers and junior riders, and are plan- 
ning a riding school for beginners and 
novices, Instructors will be available 
every weekend. 

**We want to encourage more young 
riders in safe-and-sane, off-road motor- 
cycling," Wilson said. 

“We are building a new scrambles 
course — we’ll finish it when it dries out 
enough out here. And we’re providing a 
new sales and service area, This willbe 
three acres in size and will have motor- 
cycle parts, service and rental facilities, 
and will provide a base for conducted 
tours and the riding school," 

The next major events at Saddleback 
are an AMA points scrambles on March 
9, sponsored by the Sportsmen Motor- 
cycle Club, and an ACA Moto-Cross on 
March 16, 

The big international moto-cross, the 
finale of the Inter-Am series, is sched- 
uled for Dec. 7. Last year, the first for 
this event at Saddleback, more than 
14,000 spectators watched the star-

AMA road racing at Daytona Interna- 
tional Speedway begins with Sportsmen 
road racing on Wednesday, March 12th 
and concludes on Sunday March 16th with 
the annual 200 mile national, Between 
Wednesday and Sunday the famed Speed- 
way also plays host to the 76 mile novice 
race, the 100 mile Amateur big bike 
event and the combined Amateur/Expert 
lightweight 250cc 100 miler. 

The official Yamaha team for the 100 
mile 250cc race will be Gary Nixon, 
Dick Mann and Ron Pierce, Mann and 
Pierce will then pair up on the 350cc 
Yamahas for the Sunday 200, with Nixon 
switching to the Triumph. 

Canadian Yamaha distributor, Trev 
Deeley, fields a four man team for both 


Triumph Returns 


The East and Western Triumph dis- 
tributors are going to Daytona loaded for 
battle against the sidevalves of Harley- 
Davidson and the 2-strokes of Yamaha, 
Kawasaki, Bridgestone, etc. 

As in 1967 and 1968, Gary Nixon will 
again lead the Triumph contenders. Both 
Number One Nixon and Chuck Palmgren 
wil be crouched low on Triumph 500's 
from Baltimore, Md. 

From out of the western headquarters 
in Duarte, Calif. Gene Romero will ven- 
ture forth to do battle in all the 1969 
National Championships. He’ll be on a 
500 tuned by Pat Owens, with wrench- 
men Bill & Richard Love turning the 
screws on the Championship Trail. 

Triumph dealers are in on the fun as 
well. Skip Van Leeuwen will tackle Day- 
tona aboard a factory job prepared by 
Woody Leone’s shop in Beaumont, Texas. 
Leone will also field expert Dennis 
Schonfield on a factory 500, 

Another Texasn, Rusty Bradley willbe 
Triumph mounted at Daytona for Jack 
Wilson of Big D Motors in Dallas. 

Don Raymer, an Omaha, Nebr. will 
sponsor expert A1 Urich and Norm Lee 
of Long Beach, Cal. will prepare factory 
jobs for Dusty Coppage and another rider 
not yet named, 


the 250 and 200 mile races with Yvon 
Duhamel, Mike Duff, Tim Coopey and 
Pete Kelland. 

Depth is the key word this year for 
Yamaha and their dealers, Last year 
more than 60 of the 80 finalists were 
aboard the Yamaha TD 250 twins that 
have won the 100 miler the last four 
years in a row. 

Two years ago Yamaha introduced the 
350 to big bike competition with a two 
machine entry. Last year with three 
350's on the scene, two finished second 
and third, 

Third time around will find approxi- 
mately twenty 350's in the amateur and 
expert races and dozens of 250's in all 
three 1969 class events. 

In the expert class, on privately en- 
tered Yamahas will be, Ralph White for 
K&N in Riverside, Calif., Tom Rock- 
wood for Bill Krause in Inglewood, Cal. 
Don Vesco rides from his own shop in 
San Diego, Dick Newell for a shop in 
Florida, Dave Scott for Al Fergoda’s in 
San Francisco, Larry Schafer, from a 
shop in Maryland and Al Gaskill will 
ride for a shop in Michigan, to name 
just a few. 

Yamaha will enter 350’s in the ama- 
teur 100 miler for the first time with 
well known tuner, Mel Denisen from 
Bakersfield backing dirt trackace, Keith 
Mashburn. From the east veteran ama- 
teur Frank Camillieri is backed by 
Boston Yamaha and John Jacobson, For- 
mer Daytona novice winner, Howard 
Utsey, will also ride one of the new 
350's. 

Depth in the novice class comes from 
Dave Allee, Bill Krause in Inglewood, 
Don Emde, Mel Denisen in Bakersfield 
and Freddie Edwards for K&N in River- 
side.

ЕТТІ And Nixon Favored At Dayfona 


By Betzel Smith 

With the first two nationals providing 
little bearing on the predicted Grand 
National Championship race, Daytona 
will loom as the big point getter and as 
usual could have a big impact on who will 
carry the number one plate next year, Of 
last years top ten high point riders, five 
scored points at the Astrodome double 
header, but none of them earned enough 
to take on any real advantage. A second 
place by Bart Markel in the short track 
gives him 19, while Gene Romerochalk- 
ed up 13, Chuck Palmgren eight, and both 
Gary Nixon and Mert Lawwill salvaged 
a single point, 

As usual, Daytona should leave its 
mark, Since the AMA started the Grand 
National Championship series back in 
1954, the Daytona winner has emerged 
as the number one rider three times, but 
more important is the effect the race has 
left on the top ten places in the final 
standings, Last years winner Cal Ray- 
born, Buddy Elmore 7th, and Gene Ro- 
mero 10th, all ended up the season among 
the ‘Best Ten’’. Since the current scor- 
ing system was installed in 1964, the 
first ten Daytona finishers have finished 
among the top ten finalists 24 times. 

With Springfield now removed from the 
Schedule, the Florida classic carries 
more prestige than any other race. 
Eighteen different winners have made 
their way to the victory circle during the 
37 annual events which dates back to 1937, 
with three riders sharing the honors as 
three time winners and four others having 
scored double wins. Roger Reiman, the 
last of the triple winners has scored all 
of his wins on the Speedway course while 
Brad Andres and Dick Klamforth achiev- 
ed their victories on the old beach layout. 
Harley-Davidson leads the manufactur- 
ers series with 16 of the 27 wins, Norton-^: 
has won five times, including four ina 
row in the early fifties, Triumph has hit 
three times, including two of the last 
three, while Indian has two trophies and 
BSA a single win. 

Of the current crop of riders, Reiman 
has been the most successful, In addition 
to his three wins, he has come up with a 
4th, 12th and 17th. Despite Roger’s suc- 
cess here, Rayborn and Nixon will have to 
loom as the pre-race favorites as they 
have all but completely dominated the 
roadrace scene the last three years. Only 
Walt Fulton and Buddy Elmore have been 
able to break the string held by Rayborn 
and Nixon, who have won all but 2 of the 
last 11 non-dirt track events, Cal won 
three of four last year and Gary was sec- 
ond three times, with Rayborn running 
third behind Walt Fulton and Nixon, who 
were 1-2 at Heidelberg. 


Shared Wins 


In 1967 Gary won three asphalt events 
including Daytona, with Rayborn taking 
the remaining event. The previous year 
Gary and Cal shared wins with Buddy 
Elmore, who emerged the Daytona top 
dog. Gary’s overall road racing record, 
in which he has recorded six national 
wins, has seen him finish first or second 
in 8 of the last 11 road races and below 
9th only three times in the last 20 races, 
Rayborn, who is starting his fifth year 
as an Expert, has won five road nationals 
and has finished in the top three in 7 of 
the last 11 races. Elmore has only one 
big win, the ‘66 200, but has been among 
the top nine in all 11 races the last three 
years, Reiman has scored in the top nine 
17 times in the last seven years. 

Dick Mann is the top overall winner 
among the present forces with eightroad 







race Nationals, dating back to his initial 
encounter at Laconia in 1960. He has 
finished second at Daytona three times, 
but is still seeking hisfirst win, Dick has 
come home eighth or better in 18 of the 
last 32 road race Nationals with his best 
effort of the last year being a fourth at 
Loudon, 

Mert Lawwill has been picking away at 
a top spot very consistently the last few 
years, but is still looking for his first 
win, He was second at both Daytona and 
Meadowdale in 1962 and his finished 
among the top five nine times in the last 
17 races, Ralph White had a string going 
for him between 1962 and ‘65, but has 
slacked off. He finished in the top five in 
nine of the 13 races during this period 
including the 1963 Daytona win, 


Dirt Track Abilities 


Bart Markel.has not had too much 
success in this particular brand of rac- 
ing and has to depend on his dirt track 
abilities for his high finishes and three 
Grand National Championships, His best 
Showing in Florida was a fifth in 1961, 
but since then he has nothad any Daytona 
points to carry him into the summer sea- 
Son. He was 4th at Loudon last year but 
hadn't scored any roadrace points since 
the 110-miler at Des Moines in 1966. In 
1965 he scored in 5 of the 7 road runs 
and needs only a victory in this type of 
racing to become the first rider to wina 
race in every category of racing offered 
on the AMA circuit, 

Walt Fulton, Jr. broke into the Expert 
ranks very recently and immediately won 
the Heidelberg Mini Roadrace thus be- 
coming the first rookie to win a road race 
National since Brad Andres turned the 
trick back in 1955 at Daytona. Walt won 
the Novice Daytona race in 1966 and 
followed up with the Amateur race the 
next year. He was forced out last year 
after spilling in the 10th lap, spoiling his 
bid to become the first rider to win the 
Novice-Amateur Expert races in suc- 
cession, 

Gene Romero was 10th last year and 
8th the previous year, but holds only 
these two positions among his road race 
credits the last two years. Fred Nix has 
been a late comer to roadracing but has 
been improving rapidly and any added 
success here could help him succeed 
Nixon as the number one rider, He was 
4th at Indianapolis and 6th at Heidelberg 
last year and had a pair of 6th places 
and a 3rd the previous year. He has been 
unable, however, to hit the scoring col- 
umn at Daytona, despite being the fastest 
qualifier two years ago. 

Numerous other riders could possibly 
be listed as top contenders for the race 
and a trip to the winners circle wouldn’t 
be too big a surprise, Among these, Yvon 
DuHamel, 2nd last year, Art Baumann 
3rd, Ron Grant 4th, Phil Read, 11th and 
Bob Winters 12th, are serious threats, 
Wayne Cook has finished in the top 10 
twice, Larry Schafer and George Mont- 
gomery had a third and an 11th respec- 
tively, Bob Sholly has been a steady per- 
former, along with the Palmgren broth- 
ers (Chuck and Larry), and the Heil 
combination (Ted and Tom), Dick Ham- 
mer has his ups and downs, but has two 
Daytona lightweight wins to his credit 
and could be added to the list of possible 
winners. 

Looking over the lay-out, however, 
Rayborn and Nixon will still have to be 
the best bets with Elmore and DuHamel 
pushing. All but one of the winners since 
1961 will be on hand March 16th to try 
and disprove this statement,

Tricky Trials

ELFIN FOREST, Cal., Feb. 16— What a 
day for a trials! The night before had 
been another one of those heavy down- 
pours of rain that southern California 
has been plagued with so much this 
winter, But the San Diego Trials Riders 
were not going to be deterred by some 
damp weather, 

This was the first trials of the year 
staged by the S.D.T.R. The location was 
Elfin Forest Campground, found about 
five miles south of Lake San Marcos, 
San Diego County. 

A more ideal area would be hard to 
find, water, both fast and slow running, 
mud, the thick oozing, slippery kind, 
rocks and all the other terrible obstacles 
that go into the making of a wonderful, 
or should I say challenging trials. 

The morning found a bright sun shining 
and one of the most pleasant days possi- 
ble to hold an event, In fact, the turnout 
was nothing short of amazing. 122 riders 
started the event and 97 were able to 
finish, 15 Masters, 4 Experts and 103 
Amateurs wereassembled for the rider's 
meeting and given the rules of the game. 

They were also informed that the

people in the campground were a little 
concerned about the way the riders were 
standing on the pegs. They thought this 
was a little strange, so the riders were 
asked to ride sitting down between sec- 
tions, The best way to slow downa trials 
rider is to make him sit down, Sitting 
down is such a foreign feeling on a bike 
that's been designed to be ridden stand- 
ing up. 

Escondido Creek runs through the hills 
and directly through the campground, 
However, after an all night rain it be- 
came Escondido River. Master/Expert 
traps 12 & 13 were laid out here the day 
before; by Sunday morning they were 
mostly fast water and slippery rocks, 

It was here one had a good chance to 
watch and compare the riding styles of 
the riders, Over 200 spectators were on 
hand, giving moraland sometimes physi- 
cal support to the riders, For trap 12 the 
riders had to enter the section a slimy 
off camber, dropping into the water and 
proceeding through it, picking their way 
over and between large, slippery rocks. 
After about 25 yards of this, a U-turn 
was made and it was back downstream 
through deep water and finally the exit 
back on the bank, 

Jim Wilson returned to trials after a 
Short break for some Moto-cross rac- 
ing. He rides his Greeves Anglian in a 
forceful and aggressive manner similar 
to the Smmy Miller style. 

Wilson proved he hadn't lost any of his 
winning ways and took top honors of the 
day with a loss of 49 points. 

Bob Grove captured second place and 
was possibly the most fun to watch this 
day. He was very graceful and many 
times showed what ability he has in 
balancing his Bultaco. 


Picking His Way 


Grove would pick his way very care- 
fully through each section and was pos- 
sibly the best in the fast running water. 
Here he would delight everyone by at- 
tacking a section aggressively then very 
delicately balance and climb ever so 
gracefully over the rocks, rocking back 
and forth to break or catch just the right 
amount of traction, Bob lost 55 points in 
three passes at the eight different sec- 
tions, 

Bob Nickelsen rode his Bultaco to a 
third place by losing 63 points, He show- 
ed great prowess in the mud traps, 
which were in great abundance, 

Trap 10 was another delightful section 
for the M&E's to tackle. Although it was 
quite short it offered a very formidable 
barrier. The Trialers were required to 
enter over a foot high log then drop down 
a three foot embankment, a sharp right 
turn over rocks into rim deep mud, for- 
ward a few feet then a climb up a slip- 
pery bank on an off camber and a tight 
right turn around a tree stump, Back into 
the mud and up to the exit and most 
formidable barrier, 





Bultaco. 


Here the rider had to make a very 
tight left turn, pull hard on the bars to 
leap over a one foot high tree root and 
between two trees about 3- 1/2 feetapart, 
If you pulled too hard the bike would 
come back over; not hard enough and the 
root stopped you dead; a little off center 
and your bars caught on the trees or you 
Slid sideways off the root, Very few 
riders cleaned here but those who did al- 
ways received a round of applause and 
cheers from those watching. 


Recovered Completely 


In the Expert class Don Lawrence 
Showed that he's recovered completely 
from a broken leg, and completely dom- 
inated his competition, He rode his 
Sherpa T skillfully, losing 87 points to 
Jon Van Wormer's (350 Bultaco) 102 
marks and Geoff Hammond's (113 Honda) 
108, Don Clement, riding a one day old 
Sherpa T threw a chain and cracked the 
cases putting him out for the day. 

The Amateur's also had an exciting 
day of Trialing. Riding their own eight 
traps for three laps, The sections were 
not as gruesome as the M&E's but were 
formidable just the same. With 103 rid- 
ers competing, the wait to ride the vari- 
ous sections was often a long one. 
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In Flooding Escondido Creek 


Gale Searing rode very smoothly to 
first place in the amateur lightweight 
class, Gale’s Bultaco ran perfectly and 
was a contributing factor to Gale’s low 
score of 34 points. Second and third 
positions were taken by John Brewer and 
Bill Batzloff. Both riders compete on . 
Cottons, and were separated by only 
three points. Brewer dropped 39 points 
and Batzloff had 41 marks against. 

In the amateur ultra-lightweights, the 
Hodakas of D.P, Klippert and Dennis 
Lane took the first two places, while 
Norm Cowell rode his 73cc Sachs to third 
place, Lane and Cowell were only one 
point apart when the score’s were tallied. 

Ten women competed amongst them- 
selves, with Doreen Portner edging Joyce 
Davenport by one point, Dee Dee Earl 
finished third, 

There were also nine kids under 14 
riding the same special traps as the 
women, Mark Garsha( Yamaha) was tops, 
with Debbie Evans and Jeff Foland in 
second and third respectively. 

After the long day was over and the 
riders were exhausted, water-soaked and 
mud covered, informal little groups 
formed and the entrants compared scores 
and swapped stories before loading the 
bikes up and heading home.

Latest reports are that there is much 
encouragement, The doctors seem 
pleased, Corky has muscle movement in 
all limbs now and can move the right 
foot forward a little, and the left foot a 
quiver.

LOS ANGELES, Feb. 11 — The City of 
Los Angeles has ordered 10 Moto-Guzzi 
Police bikes, the first time a foreign 
motorcycle has ever been purchased for 
police use, 


The purchase resulted from six months 
of testing by the LAPD, They ran Harley- 
Davidson's against Honda 450-Police 
bikes, Moto-Guzzi 750-Police and the 
Triumph 650 Saint, The Triumphs and 
Hondas failed to come through as wellas 
the Harleys, but it was the decision of 
the department that the Moto-Guzzis at 
least matched them, 


The. motorcycles were first tested in 
everyday traffic enforcement to deter- 
mine comfort and durability. To deter- 
mine performance characteristics, tests 
were conducted at Riverside Raceway, 
and also at Lions Drag Strip. 


The Triumph was the first to be found 
unacceptable as it was not set up pro- 
perly to be used as a police machine and, 
therefore, was not tested as far as per- 
formance was concerned, 


In the performance test at Riverside 
Raceway the motorcycles were first 
tested on the roadrace circuit with Los 
Angeles Policemen riding them, The 
motorcycles were started separately at 
one minute intervals to keep them from 
racing against one another, After a few 
laps, the Moto-Guzzi caught up to the 
Harley and the Honda started to fall be- 
hind, This caused a little excitement in 
the ‘‘Harley Pits’’.

The result of the Riverside test proved 
the Moto-Guzzi to be at least equal to the 
Harley Davidson as far as roadracing 
was concerned. The Honda did not com- 
plete the test at Riverside due to engine 
problems and, therefore, did not pass that 
phase of the test. 


The next test conducted was the ac- 
celeration test at Lions Drag Strip. Here 
again, the Honda did not qualify to break 
the 16 second maximum E,T. or the 80 
M.P.H, minimum speed. The Guzzi turn- 
ed the fast times of the day with E.T.'s 
below 15-1/2 seconds and speeds of 85 
M.P.H. while the Harley ran in the high 
1575 with speed of 82 M, P.H, Also con- 
ducted that day were the brake tests in 
which all three motorcycles qualified. 


After all the tests were completed, 
two of the four original test motorcycles 
were approved for police work, the Har- 
ley Davidson and the Moto-Guzzi, By 
purchasing the Moto-Guzzi's the Police 
Department can save approximately $700 
per unit as opposed to the Harley. Also, 
maintenance costs can be reduced con- 
siderably because of the simplicity of the 
Moto-Guzzi, which is shaft driven. 


The Moto-Guzzi Police bike is similar 
to the standard V-7 except for the fact 
that the engine is 750cc's instead of 700 
and the shift is on the left and the brake 
on the right. The floor boards are fitted, 
It comes completely set up for police 
work, including all the brackets for 
Siren, radio and red lights.

This year, along with every FIM In- 
ternational Lincese, the FIM is issuing 
an Annuaire which gives all the interna- 
tional calendar events scheduled 
throughout the entire world, lists the 
world’s champions in the past, as well 
as all the riders whoparticipated in 1968 
for world’s championship points, 

It is quite an interesting booklet re- 
garding international motorcycling and 
gives some basic rules and regulations 
as well. Anyone wishing to renew their 
International License should write to 
MICUS, P.O. Box 273, Placentia, Cali- 
for 92670. If you intend to compete in the 
Firecracker moto-cross on the 4th of 
July at Saddleback, you will need an 
International License to enter the inter- 
national 250cc and 500cc classes.
